- Springfield, Ill., June 11.—[Special.] 
—Gov. Small was given the worst 
drubbing he has received this session 
by the senate tonight. The defeat of 
the administration came in connec- 
tion with consideration of the omni- 
bus appropriations’ bill. parts | 

The résult of the senate action to- 
day and tonight was a net reduction 
of about $380,000 in the various items 
of the omnibus bill. Most of the ap- 
propriations which were cut off were 
for pay rolis in. departments filled by 
the,Small brigade. 

Near to Passage. 

The bill finally was advanced to third 
reading. During consideration of the 
measure in the late night session the 
Small fortes were defeated at every 
turn. 

So strong was the current running 
against the administration that Sen- 
ator Meents [Rep., Iroquois], Small’s 
mouthpiece in the senate on the $174,- 
000,000 road bill, asked that the appro- 
priation of .$20,000 for investigations 
by the state tax commission be cut to 
$15,000. He was quickly -obliged by 
the senate, 

) Cut Fire Marshal's Fund, 

Despite the written orders, which 
had been delivered to Small-labeled 
senators telling them the fire marshal’s 
appropriations must be saved at any 
cost, the senate had ripped more t 
$80,000 ‘from’ this “bureau. - 

Then to the apparent, disgust of the 
crowded gallery of Small henchmen, 
the senate started after. the, Illinois 
commerce commission. They lopped 
off $65,200 in employés’ salaries before 
they became tired and went on to an- 
other department. Eleven assistant 
engineers, at a saving of $25,000 a 
year, were first thrown into the dis- 
ecard, then followed the Jopping of ex- 
perts, investigators, inspectors, stenog- 
raphers, and others.

May Appeal Decisions. 

After sixty days either party may 
ask for a readjustment, and then the 
order is to continue in effect for such 
reasonable time as the court shall fix, 
or until changed by agreement of the 
parties. The Supreme court of the 
state may review such orders, and in 
case of disobedience to an order that 
court may be appealed to for enforce- 
ment. | 

The Charles Wolff Packing com- 
pany, the plaintiff in error, is a cor- 
poration of Kansas engaged in slaugh- 
tering hogs and cattle and preparing 
the meat for sale and shipment. It 
has $600,000 capital stock and total 
annual sales of $7,000,000. More than 
ha@f its products are sold beyond the 
state. It has 300 employés. There are 
many other packing houses in Kansas 
of greater capacity. This is considered 
a small one. 

In January, 1921, the president and 
secretary of the Meat Cutters’ union 
filed a complaint with the Industrial 
court against the packing company 
respecting the wages its employés 
were receiving. The company ap- 
peared and answered and a hearing 
was had. The court made findings, 
including one of an emergency, and an 
order as to wages, increasing them 
over the figures to which the company 
had recently reduced them. 


Refused to Raise Wages. 
The company refused to comply with 
the order, and the Industrial court 


then instituted mandamus  proceed- 


<@ 


ings in the Supreme court to compel 
compliance. That court appointed a 
commissioner to consider the record, 
to take additional evidence, and report 
his conclusions. He found that the 
company had lost $100,000 the previous 
year, and that there was not sufficient 
evidence of an emergency or danger 
to the public from the controversy to 
justify action by the Industrial court. 
The Supreme court overruled his re- 
port and held that the evidence showed 
a sufficient emergency. 

The prescribed schedule of wages 
and the limitation of hours and the 
rate of pay required for overtime.-re- 
sulted in an increase in wages of more 
than $400 a week. 

It appeared from the evidence that 
the company and plant were under the 
control of, and in business association 
with, what were called “The Allied 
Packers,” who have plants in various 
cities and compete with the so-called 
big five packers, the largest in the 
country., *°" ~’ 

Others Faced Strike. 

It appeared further that about the 
time of this controversy a strike was 
threatened in the packing houses of 
the big five, which the President of 
the United States used his good of- 
fices to séttle. The chief executive of 
the Wolff company testified that there 
had been no difficulty in obtaining the 
labor it desired at the reduced rates 
offered. ‘The industrial court conced- 
ed that the Wolff company could not 
operate on the schedule fixed without 
a losa, but relied upon the statement 
by its president that he hoped for 
more prosperous times.

Springfield, Ill, June 11.—[Special.]

Hands Off Dry Legislation. 

Mr. Brundage is keeping his hands 
off dry legislation, declaring he will 
attempt to administer any enforcement 
measure passed by. the legislature.

([Rep., Chicago], one of Gov, Small’s 
wheel gorses, blocked advancement of 
two bills reducing the size of the Illi- 


nois commerce commission: A com 
panion bill slipped by without Mr. Cur- 
ran’s notice: . 

This bill is an amendment to the ad- 
ministrative code. It cuts the member- 
ship of the commission from seven to 
five. One of the other bills amends the 
Illinois commerce commission act in 
the same manner. The second measure 
blocked by Mr. Curran abolishes the 
jobs of the eight assistant commission- 


ers. 
Can Plug Up Payroll. 

All of these bills were offered by 
Representative Baker [Rep., Ogle], 
who said tonight he thought there is 
little use pushing them because the 
governor would veto them if they pass. 
The omnibus bill, however, can deny 
salaries to the assistant commission- 
ers without abolishing the jobs.

A TEST OF MUNICIPAL 
OWNERSHIP. | 


Advocates of municipal ownership of traction 
lines will be pleased by the news that Mayor 
Dever has virtually conipieted a pian for the 
attainment of such ownership. Others, somewhat 
skeptical of the Utopian promises of the “m. 0.” 
fraternity, should be pleased by that detafl of 
the mayor's plan which would provide that securi- 
ties to be issued to cover payment for the prop- 
efties shall depend solely upon earnings for both 
principal and interest. 

Such an arrangement would provide an ideal 
test of municipal ownership without any possi- 
bility of foreing taxpayers to méet deficits in 
case of failure, as would be the restilt if the city's 
credit were placed behind the securities. If, as 
“m. ©.” advocates afgue, the system is to be 
financed and operated on business principles, there 
can be no objection to such an arrangement. 

Every legttimate, well conducted business is 
expected to be able to meet its own obligations. 
There is a touch of deception, if not of fraud, 
in any system of financing which provides other- 
wise. Therefore, if municipal ownership of trac- 
tion lines is to be a sound business venture, hon- 
estly entered into by the city, it should be able 
to finance itself and throw no burden of excess 
taxes upon property owners. That will be the 
situation if the purehase of the traction lines is 
accomplished with funds raised with éarnings 
and the physical property involved as security. 

Such an arrangement will bring advocatespéf 
mitmnicipal ownership face to face with the busifiess 
issue involved. I¢ they are confident, as they say, 
that the lines can and will be operated profitably 
by the city, they must be willing to tnvest their 
money in the paper secured by earnings. If they 
admit that the prospects are not as they have 
painted, they will not invest their money; funds 
cannot be raised for the purchase, and the munic- 
ipal ownership idea wili fail. : 

Thus we have a clear cut issue. It should 
result“ either in municipal ownership without 
unjust risk to taxpayers, or in cessation of the 
outcry for such ownership which has been dinned 
: In other words, the

One way to prevent overcooking of 
cabbage is to pull off the leaves, even 
if they are torn in bits by the process, 
and then treat them like any green. 
If those at the heart cling so closely 
that to get them off is hard, cut across 
the top of the cabbage, making thick 
slices, and then pull the slices apart, 
rejecting any very dense ribs or stalks, 
because they take longer to cook. 

A nice, new, green cabbage will have 
leaves of three shades—green, yellow, 
and white—and, correctly cooked, these 
will present a mixture of these three 
colors. Scald or blanch for five min- 
utes, drain, and rinse with cold water; 
put to cook over minimum fire in about 
half a cup of cold water. In fifteen 
minutes with this water just boiling 
in a covered kettle the cabbage should 
be ready to be drained and butter or 
one of my black shiny hair puffs re-' saved for cold uses. It not only takes 
posing in the dish.
